Remarks 

10/18/2006 Phone Interview 

The applicant thanks the examiner for the phone interview held between 
the examiner and the applicant's representative on 10/18/2006. Given the discrepancy 
between the office action summary and the detailed action regarding the disposition of 
claims (e.g., allowed, rejected, and objected to), the representative called the examiner to 
obtain clarification. The examiner clarified that: claims 48-52 had been allowed; claims 
1-4, 8, 17, 18, 28, 32, and 42 had been rejected; and claims 5-7, 9-16, 19-27, 29-31, 33- 
41 , and 43-47 had been objected to, as being dependent on a rejected base claim. 
Claim Amendments 

As seen in the Listing of Claims above, the applicant has canceled the 
rejected claims. In addition, the applicant has rewritten claims 5, 9, 19, 20, 22, 29, 30, 
33, 34, and 43 in independent form, including all of the elements of the relevant base 
claim and intervening claim(s), as appropriate. Accordingly, all of the previously 
objected-to claims now are allowable. In making these amendments, the applicant has 
not introduced any new matter. 
Drawing Amendments 

On the first replacement sheet (Figs. 1 and 2), Fig. 2 has been modified as 
follows: reference number 48 and a corresponding lead line have been added, to 
facilitate identification of the optional extension handle 48 (shown in phantom); the lead 
line that extends from reference number 76 has been shortened so that it stops at the neck 
portion 76, as opposed to extending to the removable reusable filter 85; and reference 
number 85 and a corresponding lead line have been added, to facilitate identification of 
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the removable reusable filter 85. (See the replacement sheet and annotated sheet for Figs. 
1 and 2, included as a part of this reply, as well as, e.g., paragraphs 42 and 46 of the 
application.) 

On the second replacement sheet (Figs. 3 and 4), Fig. 3 has been modified 
as follows: reference number 16 has been changed to reference number 46, in order to 
provide the correct reference number for the element being identified (spigot 46); and 
reference number 48 and the corresponding lead line have been removed (because they 
have been added to Fig. 4, where they are able to better identify the optional extension 
handle 48 shown in phantom). Fig. 4 has been modified as follows: reference number 48 
and a corresponding lead line have been added, to facilitate identification of the optional 
extension handle 48 (shown in phantom). (See the replacement sheet and annotated sheet 
for Figs. 3 and 4, included as a part of this reply, as well as, e.g., paragraph 42 of the 
application.) 

On the third replacement sheet (Figs. 5 and 6), Fig. 6 has been modified as 
follows: reference number 16 and a corresponding lead line have been added, to facilitate 
identification of the vacuum assembly 16; reference number 132 and a corresponding 
lead line have been added, to facilitate identification of the unloader outlet 132 of fitting 
128; and the lead line that extends from reference number 134 has been adjusted so that it 
points to the pump outlet 1 34 of fresh liquid pump 1 8. (See the replacement sheet and 
annotated sheet for Figs. 5 and 6, included as a part of this reply, as well as, e.g., 
paragraphs 38, 55, and 56 of the application.) 

On the fourth replacement sheet (Figs. 9 and 10), the hand-drawn 
reference numbers and lead lines have been replaced with computer-generated reference 
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numbers and lead lines. (See the replacement sheet for Figs. 9 and 10, included as a part 
of this reply.) 

On the fifth replacement sheet (Figs. 1 1 and 12), Fig. 1 1 has been 
modified as follows: the lead line that extends from reference number 28 has been 
adjusted so that it points more accurately to the control panel 28; reference number 48 
and the corresponding lead line have been removed (because they already are included in 
Fig. 12, where they are able to identify the extension handle 48 more clearly); and the 
hand-drawn reference numbers and lead lines have been replaced with computer- 
generated reference numbers and lead lines. Fig. 12 has been modified as follows: the 
lead line that extends from reference number 16 has been adjusted so that it points more 
accurately to the vacuum assembly 16; and the hand-drawn reference numbers and lead 
lines have been replaced with computer-generated reference numbers and lead lines. 
(See the replacement sheet and annotated sheet for Figs. 1 1 and 12, included as a part of 
this reply, as well as, e.g., paragraphs 38, 40, and 66-68 of the application.) 

On the sixth replacement sheet (Figs. 13 and 14), Fig. 13 has been

modified as follows: reference number 184 and a corresponding lead line have been 
added, to facilitate identification of the rim 184 of tube extension 186; reference number 
186 and a corresponding lead line have been added, to facilitate identification of the tube 
extension 186; and the hand-drawn reference numbers and lead lines have been replaced 
with computer-generated reference numbers and lead lines. Fig. 14 has been modified as 
follows: reference number 178 and a corresponding lead line have been added, to 
facilitate identification of the inlet end 178 of the T-connector 176 (Fig. 13); reference 
number 86 has been replaced with reference number 180, because the lead line is 
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pointing to the outlet end 180 of the inline wetting apparatus 172; and the hand-drawn 
reference numbers and lead lines have been replaced with computer-generated reference 
numbers and lead lines. (See the replacement sheet and annotated sheet for Figs. 13 and 
14, included as a part of this reply, as well as, e.g., paragraphs 70 and 74 of the 
application.) 

The drawing modifications do not introduce any new matter. In addition, 
the modifications are fully supported by the application as filed. 



Conclusion 

Given the amendments and remarks presented above, the application now 



is in condition for allowance; and the applicant asks the examiner for a notice to that 
effect. If any outstanding issues remain, the applicant asks the examiner to call the 
applicant's representative at the number listed below, so that any such issues may be 
resolved swiftly.
